‘ WIAVANA IN CARNIVAL. 
Brutal Buj}l-Fighting and Wretchedly 
"Fantastic Balls. . 
{Havana Cor. New York Tribune. | 


The carnival began on Sunday, the Sth, and 
closed lust night. Next Sunday the same 
scenes will be enacted again, it is said, with 
greater display und more desperate gayety. A 
special feature of the season has been the 
brutal bull-fighting. Last Saturday the news- 
papers announced that the great Mexican 
matador had at last arrived, together with 
the lasso-throwera, etc., and that they would 
positively appear in the arena at Regla, where 
eight bulls would be killed. Reglais tne 
Brooklyn of Havana, and a ferry crosses the 
bay every few minutes. In order to finish in 
time for the precession the ffgbt vegan ai 2 
o’ clock, instead of 4as usual. Several thou- 
sand people attended, and the scenes of the 
previous Sunday were re-enacted, except that 
they were more hideous in brutality. The 
Mexicans were very old men for such busi- 
ness. Twoofthem must have been over fifty, 
vet they were as wiry as boys and very strong, 
though slight in build. Two of the Mexicans 
before the fight were mounted upon trained 
horses, brought with them from their owa 
country. ‘Theirlanats were caught around 
the horn of thew saddles. In a little cup- 
board-like affair was a youth busily cutting 
tissue paper into rosettes to trim the darts 
that are thrust into the bull’s neck. The 
horsemen were putting on heavy leather Over- 
alis to protect their legs from the horns of the 
bull, aud were tightening the saddle girths. 
On the other side of the entrance to the arena 
were the bull-pens,§where a dozen fat and 
sleepy fellows lay chewing their cuds. 

BRUTAL SCENES AT THE BULL-FIGHT. 

The fight was the sameas on all occasions 
here, except that there was less bungling and 
more dextrous stabbing and carving of tae 
victims. Most of the bulls had sharp horns, 

and gored the poor jaded horses tll the arena 
was covered with pools of blood. Only one of 
the bulls was killed outmght by the sword of 
the matador; the rest being stabvtd repeat- 
edby till they quietly laid down from loss of 
blood, whena blow at the base of the skuil 
with a dagyer killed them instantly. The 
performances of these men were greeted con- 
tinually with such applauee as a New York 
audience bestows upon a favorite prima 
donna. The lassoing was scarcely less brutal 
than tbe rest. A rope would be thrown over 
the animal’s horns or around his neck, and 
another around afoot. ‘Then the ropes were 
givenaturn aout the horns of the saddle, 
and the riders would dash atagallop io op- 
posite directions. Of course the bull was 
thrown, and he usually gave up and could 
scarcely be made to rise. When tortured and 
voauded the animal would fight to the last, but 
when once he felt himself securely roped he 
Jost heart. One or two of them had to be re- 
leused to save them from dying at once from 
sheer vexatian. I have been told by Califor- 
nians that the buffalo bull and the grizzy bear 
had frequently been laussoed by Mexicans and 
that they died, as the Indians called it, ofa 
broken heart, in consequence of being thrown 
and dragged at will along tao ground by a 
couple of skillful and powerful horsemen, 

The procession siarted at the Punta, oppo- 
site Morro Castic, proceeded aloag the Prado, 
in the new part ofthe town, through the Cam- 
po Maurie, over the Pasco Tacon to the Castle 
on the hillat the outskirts of the citve aod 
back agein,a distance of six miles. There 
was noregular formation. Eaca vehicle fel! 
in where it happened. ‘The ouly semblance of 
order was that the teams in tandem, wita 
four or six-in-hand, were placed in single tile 
inthe center. There were about 2,900 veai- 
cles, and the parade lasted from 4:30 to7 
o'clock. ‘The day’s ceremonies concluded 
With the ball atthe Tacon Toeater. Most of 
those in the procession were not masked, bui 
simply drove out, 28 on aay other ovesasion, in 
the best stsle they could command. The 
earriages of the Captain-General, in which 
Gen. Grant and the members of his party 
rode.,were extremely elegant. While the rreat 
majority of the carriages were rather shabby, 
the number of tine imported horses was sure 
prising. There was nothing imposing about 
the costumes. Groups of maskers rode iu 
express Wagons, trimmed for the occasion 
With the Spanish flag. A favorite device was 
to cover the wazon with drooping palm 
branches and then label it ** Moses in the bul- 
rushes.’”’ Ali were verv decorous, and mosi 
ofthe maskers satin their places as sti as 
scarecrows ip acorn tield. 

THREE CARNIVAL BALLS. 

The ball at the Tacon was crowded. Few 
of the muasqiueraders attempted anyvihing ar- 
listic or symbotieal. ‘There was a dreary 
tamencss of pink and black dominogs, of men 
in cheap female aitire and of questionable 
women dressed as fops. The same great un- 
interesting parade has been repeated for three 
days without variation, excep) to grow small- 
ey and more insipid at eacn repeticion. At 
the ball last nighe there was a novel perform- 
unee ip the dance **Kill the Snake*’ bya so- 
ciety of young inen disszulsed as negroes, and 
who acted a» African heathen ceremony. 
About twenty-tive of them marched into 
the ball room, secompanied bv a band of 
wind instruments and ratties. ‘They bore on 
their shoulders « long crooked serpent 
mode of wood, and of monster proportions. 
After they had marched around 
the hall once or twice thev formed asmail 
circle, and depositing the snake on the floor 
walked around it,singing a song in moaolwne, 
the burden of which was ‘** Kill the serpeut,’’ 
After a few minutes they fell on their knees, 
and one of them went through the pantomime 
of Guiting off his head With asword. A little 
more Grawling vocalization followed.and then 
they shouldered the reptile asd departed. ‘'ne 
colored people had a ball on the opposite side 
ofthe park, under the Casino.

THE VIRGIN MARY. 


Recent Apparitions in the County Mayo, 
Ireland. 


[From the Pall Mall Gazette.] 


Tbe Dublin Nation newspaper having sent 
a reporterto Knock, county of Mayo, where 
apparitions of the Virgin Mary are said to 
bave appeared, and where pilgrims are now 
in large numbers congregating, gives an ac- 
count of his inquiry and its results. Tae 
witness on whose testimony he reiies said: 

“He and the other persons who were with 
him saw a large space of soft white light on 
the gable of the Knock Chapel, tbe rest of the 
gable being quite dark at the time. In the 
midst of this light. which was not exactly in 
the center, but toward the left baad side of 
the gable (as he stood facing it), he saw three 
figures; tu his left, in a bending attitud:, 
with hands clasped, was a figure of St. Jo- 
seph; in the middle a figure of the Virgin, 


level of her shoulders, and their palms turned 
outward; to his (the witness’) right. a figure 
of a bishop, which the people said was St. 
John, holding in his left hand an open book, 
which he appeared to be reading, his right 
band elevated, the thumb placed on the third 
end fourth fingers, the first and second stand- 
ing erect. Further on to his (the witness’) 
right appeared an aijtur with a lamb on it as 
represented in Catholic pictures, and a cross 
standing on thealtar. All aboutthe croup 
were twinkling or flashing lights, like stars; 
they were not steady; they seemed as if they 
used to come nearer and then retire agein, or 
to go in and outthrough the gable.” 

The Nation supplies a woodcut of the chapel 
toshow where the vision became appareat, 
and adds: 

‘*At present the wall as high as the hand 
can reach is denuded of its coating of cement, 
and even the mortar from between the stones 
bas been scraped eut by visitors to the scene 
who wish to carry away with them some relics 
of that portion of the buildiag. A numer of 
sharp stones which had been used by the peo- 
ple in hammering off the morcar and cement 
were iying x»bout tbe ground at the cime of 
our Visit. Against that part of the wali on 
which the vision of the Virgin was seen alittie 
wocden tablet has been set up, and a small 


shelf, on which are placed two candles 
in candlesticks, and two small sta- 
tuettes; under these is a box with 


aslit for offerings, and around it arough 
wooden paling, within which are placed the 
crutches and sticks of persous who bave there 
been cured of their ailments. A number of 
sticks and one pair of crutches were within 
this enclosure at the time of our Visit. On the 
tablet which I have just mentioned the follow- 
ing inscription is painted: ‘It is important 
that any miraculous ciyes wrought here 
would be made known to the parish priest.’ 
When I visited the place ten or twelve, in- 
cludirg some well-dressed women, were out- 
side praying before the scene of the appari- 
tion; two or three, bare-headed in the cold 
winter wind, were walking round the church 
praving as they went, some one having told 
them that three trounds’ of this sort ought to 
be performed; and one poor cripple perform- 
ing those penitential circuits toiled his way 
painfully along on hands and knees.’’

Your correspondent has inspected the Ken- 
tueky prison pen at Frankfort, a description 
of which wi!! not be without interest for those 
capable of oympethtaing in any degree with 
the human animal.® Its deseription will 
evince on the one Land the fact that its sanita- 
ry condition can probably never attain to the 


great cutlay of money and labor, be made to 
approximate well regulated prisons in clean- 
liners; and, on the other, that it might be 
better hept than itis ata possilie pecuniary 
loss to the Superintendent. As it stands to- 
day. it is. a disgrace to this Common- 
wealth—a monument to the folly of 
those who selected the site, and of a State’s 
cruelty and indifference to human suf- 
fering eversince. That itcan be materially 
changed forthe better is tcarcely probable, 
andthe soonerits walls are leveled to the 

round the better. It is located on ‘the low 

ead level of the second bottomof the Ken- 
tucky River, with bluffs towering above it oa 
the north and east. Should the river, now in 
flood, rise five feet higher, it would lay its 
grounds under water. Here in a breezeless 
corner it bakes in the sunita summer, sweats 
und steams in wet weather, sleeps in an at- 
mosphere of miusma in the fall, and through- 


deadly moisture that suggests the under- 
ground dungeon and musty sepuichre. The 
water is only afew feet below the surface, 
. whence it exbales continually, creeping up on 
the walls, and maintaining an unhealthy 
dampness in the earthen flour. It is said to 


be without sufficient §underdrainage 
to carry off the filth, and 
that from its low level and 


swampy situation no eflicient sewerage can 
be effected. Certainly its surface drainage is 
not equal to that of a well-regulated pig stye, 
which it must somewhat resemble afer a fall 
of snow orrain. True, broken rock keep out 
ofthe mud tbe thousand or more convicts 
within its walls, but rt forms a rough, irregu- 
lar surface, Which cannot be swept or clean- 
ed, and, therefore, gathers and retains the 
refuse of the prison, while the rain forms mud 
puddles here and there in the hollows, Only 
at great expextse cculd a prison yard be form- 
ed that might be keptfree from filth—a yard 
diy, smooth, Jevel, well drained, that showers 
would c eanse and not make steam with the 
stench of decaying vegetable and animal mat- 
ter. Whore business is itto effect this? Not, 
surely,that of the lessee under the present ar- 
rangement. The facilities for manufacturing 
are of the crudest character, and the build- 
ings wholly unsuitable. For example, a 
room, say 50 by 100 feet, with a ten fout ceil- 
ing, is devoted to hackling hemp,and oue 
would conciude, on the first. glance, to the 
destruction of convicts. In winter there is 
no arrangement for carrying off the dust, and 
in summer it may go out of the windows, if it 
pleases. How long a man might be expected 
to live in an atmosphere of hemp dust that 
cut#voff the vision at four feet distance, is a 
question for medical experis to determine, 
but that hundreds of men can endure it from 
morping to night, for aconsideravle period, 
is successfully demonstrated in the Kentucky 
Penitentiary. ‘I'he holiday attire of the con- 
victs, as they disported themselves in the yard 
on Sunday, was ulmost universally dirty and 
slovenly. In justice to the Superintendent, 
however, it is proper to say that, with all the 
radical defects in the prison, it must be very 
emp to keep them clean and tidy, even if 
tBere were any discipline maintained looking 
to this end, whcb, if it exisis, I failed to ob-

It is within the prison that a man of warm 
sympathies stands agbast at the mean provis- 
ion the creat Commonwealth of Kentucky 
has made for her convicts. The people of tie 
Siate do not know what manper of place it is 
they bave received as an heirloom and me- 
morial of disgrace. Onastrip of ground six 
yards wide and one bundred in length stands 
the inner cage, With its six tiers of cells on 
each side, one above the other. These are 4 
feet wide by 71-2 leng and 6 1-2 feet high to 
the center of an aiched roof; dark musty holes 
in a solid limestone wall. ‘The whole cage ds 
surrounded by and enc osed in a rough build- 
ing whose wails are four feet thick, and that 
allow of anine foot passage around the cage. 
@utof this moist and musty passage way 
comes the unhealthy airintu the dismal holes: 
over 600 of them, resembling diminutive sepul- 
chers or commodious stone coffins, into which 
nQa man ought to be put until he 1s dead. It 
comes in through the small grated 
door with virtually no provisions 
for it to escape after its oxygen has been ex- 
hausted by the unfortunate inmate. In the 
corner of the cell, next the earth floor, is ob- 
servable alitile hole, by which it is assumed 
to be ventilated. But the convict sleeps on a 
strap iron sheif,. letting down by hinges from 
one side of the ceil, far above this little hole, 
which iakes the foul air up the little flue only 
when the diminutive sepulcher has become 
filled with it. Such poisonous gases as it does 
carry up, are so transported, a large portion 
of them at jeast, for the use and benefit of the 
sleeper-above. Ile receives them into his lit- 
tle sepulcher through a similar little hole in 
the corner below. The increased quantity 
that escapes from his atmosphere pervades 
tie little sepulcher of the next convict above, 
whose lungs submit it to another process of 
chemical exhaustion. The gradually increas- 
ing volume of poisonous air rushesinto the 
next sepulcher abave, and becomes palpably 
fetidto the sease of smell, until in the 
sixth and highest sepulcher, next to the 
practically unventilated reof of the outer cage, 
into which the very light of heavenis admit- 
ted as a rare luxury to which a prisoner is not 
of right entitled, until in this the highest sep- 
ulcher the unhappy convict, in the words of 
an intelligent pri-oney breathes a “foul and 
stenchful air?’—too sickening to be endured, 
were it not that yielding nature accommodates 
herself to vile conditions—kindly dulls the 
sense and moderates the pain. ‘This istrue of 
the old prison. Thesecond addition of cells 
is but a slight improvement upon them, while 
the comparatively few latest built have ventii- 
ation at Jeast properly provided for. Nowthe 
full capacity of this prisonis 740 sepulchers, 
and there are now nearly 3800 convicts in ex- 
cess of that capacity. Imagine extended on 
the little three foot shelves two men instead of 
one, in each of Three hundred of these noxious 
holes, breathing the poisonous gases coming 
from the musty walls and passing from one 
carboniferous sepulcher to another, and the 
Kentucky Venitentiary as a digest, in the 
matterof numbers, of our Kentucky morals, 
is less disgraceful to our grand State than asa 
proven indictment against her for the State 
crime of inhumanity. 
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The Sherman Family Diamonds.

She repea'edtome the history of 
the famous necklace, from the time of its re- 
ception atthe New York Custom-house until 
its final disposition. It is generally known 
that the duties which the Custom-house ofti- 
cers demanded of Lieut. Fitch, before they 
could deliver the magniticent present, would 
be something over $20,000, the lowest esti- 
mate placed on its value by experts being 
$200,000, Lieut Fitch, not being a n of 
means. Was unable to pay this sum. An 
enabling act was then passed by Congress, 
authorizing the Custom-house officers to de- 
liver the diamonds to Mrs. Fitch free of duty. 
After this the necklace was sent to Wash- 
ington, and, with Gen. Sherman’s sword, 
deposited in the United States 
Treasury for safekeeping. Upon further in- 
quiry Lieutenant Fitch ascertained that the 
yearly taxes onthe diamonds in St. Louis 
county, where he then resided, would be 
much more than his salary, and be once more 
found thew an elephant on hishands.

The New York Tribune, the foremost Re-

A new trade bas lately been opened up for 
St. Lonis, andjthat is the Ouachita River.gfhe 
sidewhee! steamer Clinton left to-day for the 
Ouachita River with a full cargo of merchan- 
dize, principally groceries. This is the 
sixth or seventh cargo shipped from St. Louis, 
and nearly all have been sent by two or three 
firms—principally one. Most of thé ship- 
ments are also received by one house. The 
boats go direct to the Ouachita River, only 
stopping to take fuel. Formerly goods for that 
river were shipped to New Orleans and then 
reshipped. The freight cost then about eight 
cents. Now, by tbe direct route, it costs six 
cents. The boats employed inthis trade are 
principally from 600 to 800 tons. Thus a 
new apd renumerative if small district is 
brought into direct contact with St. Louis. 


The Ohio outlet for grain to Europe is still 
thriving. The steamer Tidal Wave started 
with a tull cargo, 1,000 tons of sack grain, to- 
cgay. This route to Europe has been calied 
the Huntingdon route. The grain is shipped 
from here via the Ohio River to Huntingdon, 


West Virginia, transported then to the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad 


to Richmond, Va., and thence shipped direct 
for Kurope. For several weeks past this route 
has been utilized and an average of 40,000 
bushels a week shipped by it. Itis a good 
outletfor grain wheu the New Orleans iines 
are over-crowded, but it cannot hope to com- 
pete with the latter, as its expenses must 
always be greater than the _  direet 
Water way. It seems, however, that 
the Huntingdon route is groWing popular.

SINGULAR ACCIDENT. 


A Man Withthe Forepart of His Skull 
Torn Off Lives Twenty-Four Hours. 
A singular accident, that resulted fatally,

Dr. Stevens’ Suit Against the Estate of

A suit of peculiar importance came up be- 
fore Judge Adams this morning in which Dre. 
J. M. Stevens was the plaintiff and S. A. 
Young, administrator of the estate of Jona- 
than Levy, wasthe defendant. The cause of 
action was professional services rendered by 
the plaintiff for which he brings suit and de- 
mands payment for $14,090. A special jury 
was summoned for the occasion, and the trial 
aitracted veneral attention. The petition sets 
forth that on the 26th day of April, 18%, the 
plaintiff and J. F. Stevens Were physicians and 
surgeons, and as suca were partners in the 
practice of medicine. Thaton the day above 
joentioned they were employed by Jonathan 
Levy, since deceased, to render their profes- 
sional services inthe treatment of serious 
bodily ailment and dfseases with whica Levy 
wus tben | afflicted and with which 
he continued to suffer until his 
dge@sth. The plaintiff! in pursuance of 
said employnmy nt commenced tie treatment of 
Levy at that date and continued to act as his 
medical adviser up to the 29th of December, 
1878, when Levy died. The plaintiff states 
that said medical services,tbe necessary medi- 
cines furrisbed and other items were reason- 
ably worth the sum of $14,090. Toe piaintiff 
furtber states that on the Ist day of October, 
1876, the said J. ’.Srevens, for value received, 
suld and assigned ail his interest in and to the 
moneys and emoluments then due and owing, 
or that might thereafter become due and 
owing to said tirm of J. F. andJ. M. Stevens 
for or on account of services rendered to 
Jonathan Levy tothe plaintiff, whereb7 he 
became and is now the sole owner of said in- 
terest in the professions! services rendered. 
The petition further alleges that on the 21 of 
January, 1879, the defendant, S. A. Young, 
was duly appointea ad ministesator of the es- 
tate of Jonathan Levy, deceased, and has con- 
tinued to actin such capacity up to the pres- 
enttime. The plaintit¥ conciades his petition 
by alleging that ihe sum of 3 14,000 is still due 
and owing, and asks judgment for that 
amount. The defendant in bis answer to the 
petition deniesthat the professional services
